the hardships that have to.be overcome 
before Uu; summit of Sourdough Jloun- 
tain is reached and tho Promised Land 
bursts on the view of the ardent seeker 
after wealth. To peruse our Seattle 
contemporaries any oiio who has not 
traversed the Sourdough route would 
imagine that from the front door of a 
comfortable hotel in Seattle to the 
diggings is but a hop, skip and jump; 
that a half-day's journey will land 
him in the heart of the diggings, and 
v'.that the climate is so invigorating thai 
a man can pack loads so iieavy thai 
the mere mention in any other 
country would cause iiis spine to crack. 
Onepf tlie journals to which wo refer 
deiscribes a man as skijjping gailv up 
Jacob's Ladder and taking the liUna- 
ticfl Leap across the congealed sem- 
blance of the lower regions to escape 
the Devil's Grip with 110 pounds of 
grub on his back — and making as little 
of the load as a Bactrian camel of lii« 
two humps.

For 
that price you could go back b^' tho way 
of Victoria and Fort Hope, and back, 
but may have to walk a little furtlier 
Any further information I shall be glad to 
give if required.

The inventor of this new system 
gives a description of his railroad in 
the Kern county Californian. He 
.says: Tho track requires a five-foot 
road bod; ties 4x6; throe feet from 
centre to centre; ties to bo Ah or 5 
feet long; two stringers that svill 
.square Gxfi or Gx7, laid lengthwise 
within two inches of each other, and in 
the centre of tho length of the ties 
and secured to tho ties with angle irons 
made out of- ^ inch by 2 inch, 2J^ inches 
high and 2 inches at tho foot, fastened 
on the foundation rails, saturated with 
tar and nsphaltum to keep out tlic wat- 
er and prevent it from penetrating the 
[lorcs and tiljro of the wood. It re- 
quires about GO feet of lumber to tho 
mile to construct the road, that at $20 
per M would be twelve hundred dol- 
lars, and other expenses would make 
tho cost per mile over a level country 
SI, 500. But if the foundation rails 
were required to bo strapi>ed with iron 
a half an inch thick and two inchi c 
wide, it would cost one thousand dol- 
lars more, making tho cost .$2,500: 
t'lis making a good and substantial 
road that heavy transiiortation business 
could bo done over. The cars have a 
broadface wheel at each end, and in 
tho centre of the face of each wheel 
standing out from its periphery is a 
beveled flange, the root or base being 
one and a half inches wide and running 
to one-quarter at the point three inches 
from tho base. The space between the 
r.'iils controls this llange the same as a 
tiller to the rudtler of a vessel or the 
tongue of a wagon, an automatic move- 
ment of th'i hearings of tlie wheels al- 
lows tlio cars to follow any curve or de- 
flection of the road, at the .same time 
there is but very little lateral play, in 
fact, it an{l side friction is reduced to a 
minimum. The frames of the cars aro 
j)Ut (Iowa bolow tho centres of the 
wheels and !i.s near the track as possible, 
and the centre of gravity is made 
as low as possible, on the prin- 
ciple ' that it is Ijtjlter to sit in the 
saddle than to stand up in it. Tho 
freight cars will weigh one and a half 
tons, and carry from four to five tons, 
or in other word.s, a hundred tons of 
freight will-be carried by James's Single 
Track Railway with thirty tons of 
dead weight, while the standard gauge 
double track railway carries 120 tons 
of dead weight to a hundred tons of 
freight — a, diflerence of 90 tons of dead 
weight to !i hundred ton.'? of freight. 
The freight curs will not cost over $150 
earli. The passenger cars will have 
the capacity to carry fifty passengers. 

To be brief, I think that freight can 
be carried from Bakersfield to tidewat- 
er for a cent jjor ton per mile, or $2.50 
per ton will i>ay a hand.somc interest 
on the investment and keep tho road in 
repair. My railroad, in point of fact, 
is a narrow gauge railroad — it is a nar- 
row gauge carried to the utmost limits 
with a proportionate increase of ad- 
vantages. I should think it would bo 
some object to the people of Kern 
County to save a half million dollars 
a year in freight, and be able to mar- 
ket produce that they arc now shut 
out from. 

In a short time we will have. a public 
trial of our locomotive at Antiocli, the 
place designated by nature to be tho 
terminus of tho great valley of San 
Joaquin and Kern rivers.
